CLEVELAND. Feb. 8.—More 


than $75,000.000 will be spent in 
Ohio within the next three or four 
years for the building of additional 
facilities for the generation and 
distribution of electricity to meet 
the demands occasioned by busi- 
ness expansion and increased use 
in the home, it 
was announced 
here today. 
The program is now 


under way. and a considerable part 
of the work will be done during the 
present year. 


Practically every large city in 


Ohio will be affected by the plan, 
which involves establishment of an 
Ohio super-power 
zone 
system 


which will link together most of 
the great electrical central gener- 
ating stations of the state. Lack of 
water for connection purposes in 
the electrical generating stations, 
particularly in the central portion 
of the state is becoming an ex- 
tremely serious.problem, and is one 
of the factors in the present pro- 
gram, it was stated. 


Connect Hirer-Lake. 
Electric light and power compan- 
ies of the state are now pumping 
more water for the generation of 
current than is pumped by all of 
the city water works system In the 
state, according to figures made

SOME SUGGESTIONS ON OUR J TOY 


; 
There is considerable discussion of the lack of pub- 


ic spirit shown in the avoidance of jury service by 
oany of our so-called best citizens. There is condeui- 
ation of this, and from one angle such condemnation 
s Justified. We understand the Bar Association has 
teeoine so alarmed over the effect of this failure in the 
Dry system that legislation is to be pushed, to prevent 
he wholesale attempt to avoid such service. 


We would not for a moment suggest that men or 


romen are justified in attempting to avoid jury duty, 
rat there are some considerations which we would like 
0 emphasize.. 


First, lawyers are excused from jury service be- 


ause they are officers of the courLA juryman serves 
nywhere from one week to four weeks, and of course 
he best-and ablest men in any country are busy men, 
tith more or less important interests to engage their 
ttention. They find it difficult to leave their business, 
.t^iiy time, for longer than a day. How many lawyers 
r1 judges devote themselves for weeks at a stretch, 
way from their calling, purely to the public welfare! 


The juryman's service has been cheapened instead 


f exalted. He receives the magnificent sum of three 
ollars a day. This is not sufficient to pay his keep at a 
ur hotel, saying nothing about his services. The judge 
Q the bench has been advanced in'salary, until he gets 
bout twenty dollars a day, and is always able to reach 
is home at the close of the day. The lawyer receives 
11 the way from twenty-five to two hundred and fifty 
jllars a day for his services. Even the baliff receives 
•om six to ten dollars a day, depending upon the eourt 
\ serves. Why, in the light of these facts should we ask 
ad expect the juryman to put in his time, leaving Ms 
wn business for an indefinite period, and for a sum 
hich is not enough to even pay his board and room? 


Two years ago a bill was before the Legislature to 


icrease the juryman's pay to five dollars a day. It 
as beaten in the Senate. The very next bill voted on 
is a proposal to pay the finance committee chairmen 
n dollars a day for the days they served after the close 
1 the Legislature, besides paying all their expenses, 
t£ this in addition to their salary as members of the 
egislature. We called attention to such glaring unf air- 
jss, but the bill passed, only to be declared illegal by 
te Supreme Court. 


We are not pretending that five dollars % day, or 
ren any reasonable sum, can adequately pay a man for 
ie neglect of his business, or that he should judge the 
atter purely on the basis of dollars and cents. What 
e do insist upon, is that one cannot expect the citizen 
snerally to have an exalted opinion of the juryman's 
ity or position, when the State Legislature treats it in 
ich a manner, and ^neither the lawyers or the courts 
ake a solitary plea that the men on the jury should be 
eated more fairly.

study of India under the leadership 
of Mrs. J. P. Jones, formerly of the 
Madura Mission of the American 
Board 
Mrs. Jones gave a brief, 


but comprehensive history of Chris- 
tian Missions in India, saying: 


"Tradition has it that the apostle 


Thomas first carried the gospel to 
India. It Is an historic fact that 
the first Christians to establish 
themselves in India went there from 
Syria in 345 A. D.. but they proved 
to be warriors rather than mission- 
airies. .The Roman Catholic church 
early turned its attention to India, 
and the name of Xavier is associ- 
ated with the beginlngs of missions 
In that country. Although he left 
India in despair, traces of his work 
of 380 years ago still remain. 


"The first Protestant missionaries 


In India were Danes, but modern 
missions in Inaia date from the 
year in which William Carey land- 
ed in Calcutta, 1793. 
The work 


was slaw at first, but after some 
years whole villages and even castes 
turned toward Christianity at once. 
These mass movements are among 
the most striking features of Indian 
missions. Now the Christians num- 
ber about a million and a half. 


"The denominational differences 


of Western lands mean nothing to 
the Indian, and the United Church 


churche* which haa grown e«t of 
the union of several desMMataatlots.
